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Applicant's arguments filed 10/26/2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's arguments 
against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based 
on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In particular, at issue is the application of the secondary reference to Casner et at (RFC 2508). Specifically, 
applicant notes column 4, lines 15-26 of the primary reference Le et al. ("Le") that teaches a modified version of RFC 2508. Thus 
applicant appears to argue that it may not be clear what specific aspects of RFC 2508 have been modified. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. It is clear from the primary reference that Le modifies RFC 2508 to improve the performance by also teaching adaptive header 
compression, see e.g., column 4, lines 35-53. As stated, in the rejection, adaptive header compression reads on the claims be teaching 
an explicit and implicit mode of operation thus modifying RFC 2508. For the purpose of the rejection, the examiner construes an identifier 
as the fields in the header. As such, at full header state (FH), the fields are transmitted and at the tower order states, not all fields are 
transmitted, see e.g., column 17 or the primary reference. The secondary, reference, further clarifies the above teaching as noted in the 
rejection at e.g., Section 3.1 on page 4 by providing evidence that it is well known in the art to eliminate certain fields in a packet for 
compression in general. Hence the claim limitation is taught by both references (emphasis added). In addition, the examiner relies on the 
teachings of each reference as a whole and not specific embodiments which applicant also appears to argue when including the claims of 
Le in their arguments 
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
